Whoever gives tis genuine CaneOnin poe- 
try will have to recall the fore.it unbrohen, 
tho deer, the wolf, the bear, and tho beaver 
that once found their shelter there ; tho nu- 
merous tribes of Indians roaming on tho 
hbores of the great lakes in untrammelled 
freedom, with all their ancient customs ; their 
burial pomp, their marriage ceremonies, and 
Warlike celebrations, now fio obsolete that 
Ibcy hare become the subject of theatrical 
exhibition, to recall in flight measure their rc- 
olilyjhut how different from tho real bcencfi, 
the o'erhan^Ing forest, the stately chief, the 
cruel but brave warrior, the women and chil* 
Ircn gathered around tho blaring camp fires, 
the Uivr and arrows and Garage tommy-hawk, 
and hirangely cruel scalping knife, thorelcnU 
less revenge, unsparing blood-thirstiness, the 
stealth ana deception when an object was to 
l*o obtained; tho generous regard and re- 
membrance for favors, aud oftthnea noble 
IruthiulncAs where their word was given, 
tlrtir rapid melting nway before the white 
mans' aggressions, tho fading away of a whole 
nation lo but n pitiful remnant, the spring- 
ing up of another and mightier nation upon 
the footsteps of receding chiefs, and watted 
tribes, thrilling with life, progress, and am- 
bition, stretching its arms onward and up- 
ward to claim a position with the greatest in 
all tbat constitutes truly human grcatnc& 
and happiness ; but we shall do well if we

Let us listen' to the sounds that have 
reached us from Ihe heaving nations like tho 
sound of many waters within tho last fifteen 
years. There is the noble but futile effort of 
the Hungarians to set free their enslaved 
country, defeated by treachery aud perfidy, 
theu follows tho pleadings of her most faith- 
ful exiled patriot sou, Kossuth, to the free 
uattons of Europe, and America; for bis 
country's existence. TJie struggle of Italy 
for freedom, hushed in blood and banishment 
for a period, theu amidst those tccnes conies 
forth the sweet ensign of Sweden, charming 
all hearts and all lands with the guehing me- 
lody of superior geulus and cultivation, and 
winning all hearts by 'her goodness, purity, 
charily and noble contempt for tho gold of 
Russia, who had crushed Hungary to the 
dust: then &s the beautiful episode of cong 
and loveliness passes on and tho miublrel re 
gains her native shores, WO hear the rumbling 
of tho ambitious Czar's war engines to en' 
slave Turkey, and take the east for his pos- 
session ; the Turks, bravo and successful re- 
eUtanco, followed by tho combinatlou of the 
hitherto oil-powerful rivals, Kuglsud and 
France, to resist tho northern despot, and 
push him solely to his downfall: — aud theu 
those scenes, sufficient in themselves for 
epics, of grandest- novel*) tho bittlw of In- 

V 



Hermann, end tho heights of Alma, thotsigo 
and fell of Sevastopol, and tbo heroic end 
mcroiftil latottof England's truo daughter, 
Florence Ntchtingalo find her devoted com- 
pnnionn. Then after a rhort deceitful lull in 
tho human tempest, follows tho insurrection 
in India, whero human patatomi. and preju- 
dices, and ignorance, and tho'fmr of creeds 
found their widest ecopes. Tho faithful, 
ready btftvcnr of llarcloek jrtwj his chosen 
band, and tho gallant bravo and loyal Sir 
Colin Campbell and his bravo compecrs , fin- 
hiring victories On tho fearful tccno. and then 
that greatest Knigmn of oil, prcvading with

t.'lu of daughter, conwu I, mother, ami sover- 
eign llmt ever filled an earthly throne, ohd 
Urns far the happiest of Koyal families, unit- 
ing year by year through her condcnconfeion 
aud ftlriel love of justice and amiable woman- 
ly tact, the til I ron its bf her csleneive empire 
more oMcly lo bcl 1 ancestral throne, training 
up her bhildred iuk-lf-gov'criimeritand ocrivo 
busine.-lli hahilP, to retain the throne thutonly 
intcgiily W jirinbiple Can make valuable in 
a vighlly constituted governmcldj mid coin- 
maudiug the rcRjiect of surrounding nations 
by her stucerliy, courtesy ah'd iuyal bearing. 
T lieu our century's pnw&rd march in science 
and education; arid the steadier, holier, deep- 
er, quieter onward sweep of the Prince of 
Peace, subjugating to his f!=cr.lri» ol' liuen 
freedom, by bis spirits p'lvvei* the imtions and 
Kingdoms, with the great results a fejr more 
mouths may make manifest in the dowiifall 
of the head of papacy, and (be freedom of 
It-jly, and results, yel un-eeti and unforb'/l- 
ed, fill our century with Drama lie tceiic.% 
beautiful episodes, among which— not least or 
last in interest to our country — Ihe problem 
of the emancipation of the bond slaves of our 
neighboring Kepubbc, yet thrilling with the 
sentiments raised by the writings of one of 
her most gifted daughters, and the labors of 
her yet fearle^ and faithful (agitators. The 
exploration of Africa, and tho researches 
nround the far north, to that if the pen of 
the poet in our age contents iuelf with pal- 
tiy and trivial subjects, it will leave a field 
of unbroken interest to another and greater 
spirit, yet to arise on the future scenes, that 
t«ill demand the highest powers of tho his- 
toric nnd sublime to duhniatc thcai in all 
their bearing, and picture them iu colors suf- 
ficiently glowing to give to the future ago a, 
correct picture of our tx-riod. Hut leaving 
those wider and more extensive fields of poeti- 
cal and historical thought, let us descend to 
nolico some of tho poetical effusions that 
charm us by their beauty, the pure sweet 
works of Cowper gaining a higher and vet 
higher niche in tho world's esteem es that 
world advances in piety and enlightenment, 
the lines that need no repentance of Mont- 
gomery, the beautiful but mournful melody 
of Hciuaifg, and the grand spirited poems of 
Mrs Norton, the pleasing Scott, nnd country 
binding Burns, Iho great but emit* Byron i 
these are some of the many deserving notice, 
too numerous to men lion in fitieh n theme, 
already sufficiently lengthened, aud I think I 
cannot better close this essay than by read- 
ing to you a poem by an American oti a sub- 
ject of sufficient interest lo ourselves, and 
which I think the writer has clothed with 
more than mediocre power, — with Longfel- 
low and Whitlier, the authors of this Ameri- 
can production, I think, deserves to be ic-"

The work of gathering iu tbc products of 
the grain fields will scarcely have been con- 
eluded, when tho farmer must again commit 
tojllve earth the eeed for, in tho greater por- 
tion of Canada West, tho most .important 
crop of the next year, viz : fall wheat. And 
on the manner in which this ia dono will dd- 
pend mainly, fiubject to tboso influenced over 
wbiipMo'liavp little or no control, the result 
at next harvest. The duo piepar^iion of the 
land will have been attended to during the 
paat .f«w wceka or inontlia, according to cir- 
cuuiktauccfl, and on fields which &ro to l>c 
BOWit in (^ood fieason little will now remain to 
lx) done but to deposit' the ccod iu tho eoil. 
Manure may of courfio be applied, or a fino] 
dcepidougjiin^ before ridgiug up, if necesaa- 
ry, but it would be Utter Uiiit Ihcse ojwra- 
tiona bliould have been attended to before the 
present date. It i* an advantage in case of 
dry weather, to have the last ploughing, or 
rwxtng up, doncfiotjic time before the seed k 
to tie town, becau&Q by that means the coil 
becomes consolidated, and in a fino jiulver- 
iied fitate favorable to the attraction and re- 
tention of moisture from the atmosphere. 
And the seed on bebg derH>;itci the proper 
distance below tho surface is at once closely 
enveloped Jn fcrtilo, rnoitt earth, favorable to 
its immediate vegetation, and it is thus en- 
abled to uiaVe a good rcot and eMubli Ji ilfell 
thoroughly before winter. For depositim; 
the eeed, tho drill ib the beat means, frreapee- 
tive of economy in eced and avcnncfs of SOW- 
ing,^oTiu!M thereby the coed is placed at the 
proper depth, and in the soil in the beat eon. 
ditiou to receive it, and the ridge* left between 
tho rows arc an advantage as a protection to 
the phut again at winter killing. Where there 
aro difficulties in the way of using tho drill, 
the teed may bo covered in with a li»ht plough 
or gang of jiloughs, und tho ground left with- 
out harrowing. In dry weather, which not 
uufiequeutiy happens about the last of Au;r. 
and Jx^iuuiug of .Sep., if the ridefn" up is 
left till ju&t before BO wing, the cflect of the 
ploughing b' to disinato what moisture the 
toil contained, and the teed being then bar- 
rowed in, a great deal of it lies among coarse 
dry lumps, inetead of being buried in Gne 
mould, c,!o$cly prcasing it on every side ; and 
ihe cou&e<iucuco is tbat it does not vcetate 
till after, n, drenching ehower of rain, if it 
ever vegetates at all, and half perhaps of the 
best growing season is thus lobt ; and half the 
boed thrown away.

It is established that if wo cau get wheat to 
coino into car and rincu some ten days in ad* 
vauco of t^ Usual time, we have thereby a 
i$jH.i)|' jjhft rcbanco of escaping the deprcda. 
(iopi./if '.tue midge. The AltdUtrrmimn h 
piOY$4 to bo an early ripening variety, and 
u u.uoh towu on that account in tho ftato of 
Yew York, and in some parts in this Pro* 
vinee. Tho $fl Ut^tUfmom U a red beard- 
ed wheat, and is of inferior quality to our 
>bc3t white wheats, its early maturing being 
its great re'eommeudation. The irta'fe medL 
Urrau&.m is a'bald white wheat, lately Intro- 
duced from I-Jurope, and is as parly, and of 
much taller <jun| i ty than tlioSjcditerraneau.

waruV, Outfctanding ctaoka of groin or hay 
should also he looked lo, and if not already 
properly (hatched an'd secured from sccidcnl,

Some attention is still rcquWlc to the crops 
of parsnip?, carrot a, I U mips, mangels, Ac., (o 
thin them out properly;, keep down the weeds, 
and (loo tho ground. An immense improve- 
ment may still ho produced iu a root crop Im- 
proper attention to these operations. 

Lainbs, if not already weaned, thould be 
separated from (heir dams without loss of 
Iiiiig. Jjflt tho lambs bo put on sweet graw, 
with a sufficient bilo, out of hearing of the 
ewes, so that tboy may not bo disturbed by 
their bleating, nnd fall back in condition.
